WASHINGTON (AP) - Army 


planners are considering forma- 
tion of new, swift air cavalry 
regiments and squadrons which 
could 
replace or 
supplement 


tank-equipped armored cavlary 
units. 


Cavalry units are used chiefly 


for reconnaissance and screen- 
ing 
missions. 
For 
example, 


three armored 
cavalry regi- 


ments are posted in West Ger- 
many along the Iron Curtain. In 
event of an enemy probe, these 
regiments likely would be the 
first to make ground contact. 


Air cavalry regiments, using 


helicopters 
for 
movement, 


would be considerably 
faster 


and would cover more ground in 
less Urn ethan armed cavalry 
outfits driving tanks and jeeps. 


Creation of new air cavalry 


regiments and squadrons would 
represent a further extension of 
the air mobility concept. 


The success of the 1st Cavalry 


Airmobile, Division in Viet Nam 
has encouraged Pentagon offi- 
cials to consider widening the 
extent 
of 
helicopter-mounted 


fighting units. 


The 
new 
budget 
requests 


funds t o convert one regular 
Army division, either infantry 
or airborne, to an air cavalry 
organization with about 428 hel- 
copters. 


Beyond that, there have been 


suggestions that still another air 
cavalry division may be formed, 
by next year.

Ghosts Hover 
Over Meet of 
Communists

MOSCOW (AP) — Two ghosls 


will be holding hands just out- 
side the Kremlin next Tuesday 
when the Soviet 
Communist 


party opens a convention with- 
out any "fraternal delegate" 
from China. 


The big question in Moscow 


today was whether the ghosts 
would manage to get inside aftd 
perhaps overshadow the party 
congress. 


One will be the ghost of Jo- 


seph Stalin. Refusing to accept 
its banishment a decade ago 
on charges of tyranny, it stalks 
the Kremlin looking for the 
earthly comfort of public honor. 


The other ghost will be that of 


the living Mao Tze-tung. His 
disciples hurled angry accusa- 
tions at the Soviets Wednesday 
in rejecting an invitation to the 
congress. They charged a So- 
viet-American plot to dominate 
the world while abalidoning the 
Communist cause in Viet Nam. 
And they defended the memory 
of Stalin. 


The Soviet press and radio 


ignored the Chinese blast today. 
It usually takes the Soviets a 
few days to decide how or even 
whether to react to such at- 
tacks. 


This time, the few days' peri- 


od will bring them up to the 
congress, with the problem of 
whether to answer the Chinese 
inside the meeting, and shift 
attention 
from 
the 
primary 


business of economics or to ig- 
nore them. 


In the 17 months since Nikita 


S. Khrushchev was ousted, the 
Kremlin's new collective leader- 
ship has turned the other cheek 
to many Chinese blasts. In an 
effort 
to show 
statesmanlike 


leadership to other Communist 
oarties, it has repeatedly called 
for th eChinese to return to uni- 
ty—on Soviet terms that Peking 
says it can never accept. 


The Soviets' last important 


public reaction was to a stiff 
Chinese attack last Nov. 11. 


The Kremlin said five days 


later that Peking seemed to 
view the Soviet-Chinese dispute 
as irreconcilable. Wednesday's 
Chinese blast probably hard- 
ened that impression here. 


Few informed observers here 


see any prospect of change in 
the 
bitter 
relations 
between 


Peking and Moscow so long as 
the present leadership remains 
in China.

Infants' Vitamin 
Not Harmful for Adults 


BY WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D.

Q—If pyridoxine (vitamin 


B-6) is given only to infants, 
as you said in a recent col- 
umn, 
would its inclusion in 


multiple vitamin tablets be 
harmful to adults? 


A—This vitamin is found 


abundantly in most diets. Vi- 
tamin B-6 deficiency is occa- 
sionally seen in children and 
causes irritability and convul- 
sions. It is very rare in adults 
but has been reported as be- 
ing 
associated 
with 
some 


forms of anemia. The average 
adult requires about 1.5 milli- 
grams of this vitamin daily. 
Since larger amounts are not 
stored in the body but are 
promptly eliminated, no harm 
would result from taking it in 
excess of your requirement. 


Q—What is rutin? What is 


its value to the body? 


A—Rutin or vitamin P is 


useful in some persons who 
have a tendency to bruise eas- 
ily because of increased fra- 
gility of their capillaries. One 
patient 
who had repeated 


hemorrhages in the whites of 
her eyes was greatly benefit- 
ed by taking this vitamin.

atherosclerosis. 
Will 


this affect his mind? 


A—Atherosclerosis and ar- 


teriosclerosis are fancy names 
for hardening of the arteries. 
If at 84 your father has pre- 
senile hardening rather than 
true senile hardening he is in- 
deed fortunate. While arterio- 
sclerosis is a generalized proc- 
ess that occurs throughout 
the body, it tends to damage 
some organs more than others 
in different victims. When, as 
often happens, the arteries of 
the brain are affected, the 
victim becomes forgetful and 
may suffer a change of per- 
sonality, especially if the ar- 
teriosclerosis has led to small 
strokes. 


Many drugs have been rec- 


ommended in the treatment 
of 
arteriosclerosis 
in gen- 


eral. Acetazolamide and in- 
jections 
of 
procaine 
have 


been recommended for arter- 


iosclerosis of the brain but 
the results cannot be guaran- 
teed. They may delay the 
progress of the disease but 
they cannot restore tissues 
that are already damaged. 


Q—I am very nervous. My 


doctor is giving me Serax. Is 
it habit-forming? Are there 
any bad side effects? 


A—Oxazcpam (Serax) is a 


new sedative. Although it is 
said to be especially useful 
for sobering up after an alco- 
holic binge, it has many other 
uses. There have been no re- 
ports of habituation. It should 
not be taken by persons with 
high 
blood 
pressure. Too 


large a dose may cause pant- 
ing, jaundice and dizziness.

Mr. Pearce de- 
vised a system of rollers and 
angle bars to feed

We had a local foundry build 


the attachment Mr. Pearce de- 
signed, and we .made a couple 
.of 
experimental 
runs. It put 


*Volor in the newspaper all right 


— but you could never be sure 
exactly where the co]or would 
hit. 


But tomorrow we will present 


Ford in metropolitan color print- 
ing, at high speed and in perfect 
register — meaning that t h e 
color is placed so exactly you 
can overprint four times with- 
out the eye detecting more than 


<jf.v single impression. 


This is absolutely necessary 


when you get into 
four color 


process printing, as with photo- 
graphs—for each color is added 
to the paper in a separate unit 
of the press, and of course the 
impressions must be cordinated, 
or "in register," to make it ap- 
pear that the picture was made 
with a single printing.

second 'blizzard 
in a 


month had broken up today, but 
it left the north central and 
Plains slates buried under mas- 
sive snows. Schools and roads 
were closed and at least 21 per- 
sons were dead. 


Nebraska 
counted 11 dead 


from the early spring storm. 
Minnesota and Iowa each had 
three dead. South Dakota and 
Wvoming had two deaths each. 


The storm hurled a one-two 


punch of sleet and snow at most 
of the area. The ice ripped down 
power lines and powerful winds 
stacked the snow into impassa- 
ble drifts. 


Travel was virtually halted 


over the area. 


Four men were found dead in 


a car stalled just east of How- 
ells in northeastern 
Nebraska 


Wednesday. Police said they 
had suffocated. 


A man driving a snowplow 


found two brothers dead in a 
stalled truck near Greeley, Neb. 


Minneapolis-St. Paul, part of 


the area 
which escaped the 


Dakotas-Montana blizzard three 
weeks ago, was in the eye of 
this week's storm. The area lay 
under 14 inches of snow, with 
winds whipping drifts to 4 feet. 


Much of the Twin Cities busi- 


ness was paralyzed Wednesday. 
Of the more than one million 
persons in the two cities, there 
are about 700,000 workers and 
most were unable to get to their 
jobs, according to an unofficial 
survey of some employers. 


Courts, schools and business 


places were closed and an esti- 
mated $1 million business was 
lost for the day.

Russia-China Quarrel Has 
Reached Stage Where Each 
Must Change West Relations

increasingly angry quarrel be- 
tween Russia and Red China 
has now reached

Atlantic Alliance where France 
is pursuing a policy of independ- 
ent action strikingly similar to 
the self assertin f Red Chna 
against Russia.

Johnson Ready 
With More 
Civil Rights 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Johnson is ready to pro- 
pose new civil rights legislation 
dealing with housing, juries, 
schools and public facilities. 


The administration's proposed 


civil rights act of 1966, which 
faces a tough election-year bat- 
tle in Congress, has been on 
Johnson's desk for at least two 
weeks. There has been no expla- 
nation of his delay in transmil- 
ting it, along with a message, to 
Capitol Hill. 


Johnson and Ally. Gen. Nicho- 


las Katzenbach have given sev- 
eral members of Congress nri- 
vate previews of the bill. And 
once it's submitted, Chairman 
Emanuel Celler of the House 
Judiciary Committee is expect- 
ed to call immediate hearings, 
at which Katzenbach will be me 
leadoff adminifilnilion witness. 


Should the bill become law— 


either in its present form or, as 
is more likely, in an altered ver- 
sion—it would be the third pack- 
age of civil rights legislation 
enacted by Congress in as many 
years.

501 Cong Die 
in Big Display 
of Firepower

SAIGON, South Viet Nam 


(AP) — An unrelenting display 
of firepower from ships, planes 
and artillery cost the Viet Cong 
501 killed in the past 24 hours 
while U. S. Fighter • bombers 
caused new havoc along North 
Viet Nam's truck and rail, 
routes, Allied officials reported 
today. 


On Saigon's outskirts, South 


Vietnamese troops and planes 
mauled and scattered a 700-man 
Communist force early today 
after it daringly attacked a gov- 
ernment armored regiment's 
headquarters at Go Dau within 
gunshot of a large American 
troop concentration. 


The Reds made off with four 


American-made tanks in the 
raid on the headquarters 12 
miles north of Saigon, but Viet- 
namese forces destroyed two 
and recaptured the others. A 
spokesman said 71 Viet Cong 
were killed. 


The largest toll was claimed 


by South Korean forces in Oper- 
ation Fierce Tiger 285 miles 
northeast of Saigon. Korean of- 
ficers 
said 214 Communists 


were killed, 117 captured and 
281 persons detained Wednesday 
in the central coastal ricelands 
around Qui Nhon. It was the . 
largest Korean operation to 
date. 


The tide of battle also was 


costly to the Allies. 


The U.S. military command 


reported 80 Americans killed, 
816 wounded and 17 missing or 
captured in the fighting last 
week. This compared with 100 
killed, 808 wounded and eight 
missing or captured the week 
before. 


The number of South Viet- 


namese killed rose from 131 to 
232 last week but the number of 
missing declined from 97 to 73. 
Vietnamese wounded are not 
disclosed. 


Communist losses reported by 


the Allies declined sharply dur- 
ing the week of March 13-19", 
with 627 killed and 59 captured 
compared with 1,224 killed and 
106 captured the week before. 


U.S. 
Air Force jets carried 


the air war to North Viet Nam's 
Mugia Pass for the third 
straight day. A spokesman said 
they left th estrategic highway 
to the Ho Chi Minh Trail 
clogged with the wreckage of 19 
trucks, five of which blew up. 
This indicated they were carry- 
ing munitions, an Air Force 
spokesman said.

How Is it Identified? 


A. K comes from the hlndqunr- 


ter of beef known as the 
"round." This is a boneless 
piece of meat with a very 
narrow edging of fat around 
one side. Beef top round can 
be distinguished from t h e 
bottom round because it is 
one muscle as compared with 
the bottom round which has 
two muscles. The top rpund 
occasionally d o e s have a 
small piece of the sirloin lip 
muscle, as shown in the illus- 
tration, since this cut lies 
next to the sirloin section. 


Q. How is it prepared? 
A. By braising. This m o a n s 


browning the meat in a small 
amount of lard or drippings, 
then adding a small amount 
of liquid. The utensil is cov- 
ered lightly and the meat is 
cooked slowly, either on lop 
of the range or in the oven, 
approximately IVi hours for 
a %-incli thick steak, or un- 
til tender.

farmer as saying. 


The device will have applica- 


tions other than harvest work. 


A California firm has ordered 


one of the units to use in rais- 
ing trout. The female trout will 
be 
anesthetized, 
their 
eggs 


taken from them, then ferti- 
lized by hand for controlled 
hatches. 


The unit can also be used to 


anesthetize fish which must be 
handled in research projects. 


A fish can be tranquilized 


for as long a period as desired. 


There are other possibilities 


for the device. 


One major problem 
in the 


industry is keeping the 
fish 


ren route f r o m pond to table. 
Another is keeping their appear- 
ance suitable to the housewife.
